A  record-breaking  enrollment  of 
660  students  was  on  hand  Sept. 
17  for  the  Solemn  Pontifical  High 
Mass  which  opened  the  64th 
scholastic  year  of  St.  Joseph’s 
College. 

Bishop  John  G.  Bennett,  ’09, 
celerated  the  Mass  and  delivered 
the  sermon. 

This  year’s  enrollment  surpass¬ 
ed  by  59  the  previous  high  for  the 
college,  set  in  1947.  Included  in 
this  record  number  are  students 
from  20  states  of  the  Union,  from 
New  York  to  California,  and  from 
five  foreign  countries — B  r  a  z  i  1 , 
Canada,  Puerto  Rico,  Korea  and 
Austria.

Board  of  Directors 
Plan  Alumni  Fund, 
Enact  Amendments 

Preliminary  plans  for  an  An¬ 
nual  Alumni  Fund,  and  the  en¬ 
actment  of  four  constitutional 
amendments,  comprised  the  chief 
business  of  the  last  two  meetings 
of  the  Board  of  Directors,  on 
Sept.  12  and  on  Oct.  9,  during 
the  Homecoming  Weekend. 

It  was  decided  by  the  directors 
that  the  Annual  Alumni  Fund 
will  be  conducted  this  year  in  the 
spring,  sometime  after  the  Com¬ 
munion  Breakfast.  No  effort  is  to 
be  made  to  solicit  funds  until  that 
annual  affair  is  over. 

The  constitutional  amendments 
passed  by  the  directors  are  sum¬ 
marized  as  follows:  (1)  Deletion 
of  all  mentions  of  “member  in 
good  standing,”  as  no  yearly  dues 
are  required  for  membership;  (2) 
All  references  to  an  “annual  meet¬ 
ing”  are  deleted;  (3)  The  modera¬ 
tors  of  the  various  chapters  may 
attend  directors’  meetings  in  an 
advisory  capacity  only,  with  no 
voting  privileges;  and  (4)  Chapter 
presidents,  all  members  of  the 
board,  are  privileged  to  send  a 
proxy  to  directors’  meetings  which 
they  cannot  attend,  the  proxy  to 
have  full  voting  powers. 

The  Board  of  Directors  is  now 
comprised  of  a  president  and  two

Oct.  11 — Two  fonrt h-quarter 
touchdowns  gave  St.  Joseph’s  a 
21-20  Homecoming  victory  over 
conference  foe  Indiana  State,  and 
boosted  the  Pumas’  season  record 
to  three  victories  against  one 
defeat. 

Following  their  35-7  opening 
victory  over  Earlham  College  in 
a  non-conference  game,  the  Pumas 
had  previously  humbled  DePauw 
University  33-13  and  lost  to  Val¬ 
paraiso  University  38-18  in  In¬ 
diana  Collegiate  Conference 
games.
